RuelriB, the blind chl'd who was re 
eently sent to tho state school for the 
blind at Berkeley, will be Interested 
to know that she not only is very 
happy in her new h o m e , but that tho 
officers and teachers of 
the 
school 
think her the moHt promising and at 
tractive child. 
Because she is the 
youngest child 
there, she lins 
been 
given the pet name of "Baby," and h a s 
been placed under the immediate care 
of an older girl, who 
also 
Bpeaks 
Spanish. 


It was my privilege a few d a y s ago 
to meet Miss Kate M. Foley, a grad 
uate of this same school, who gave 
a most attractive description of the 
life and work of tho children in the 
school for the blind. 
Little Lucy has 
kindergarten work, and her first les 
sons In braille 
reading are In the 
morning, while afternoon 
hours are 
given to piny and out-of-door 
exer­ 
cises. 
Miss Foley, herself blind 
from 
babyhood, has recently been made 
h o m e teacher for the blind, by the 
state, and living in Los Angeles, is 
doing a very remarkable and interest 
ing work, for which she Is peculiarly 
fitted, 
.Most of her time Is given to 
adult pupl'.s in their o w n homes and 
s h e 
s a y s 
she knows of nothing at 
once 
more pathetic a n d trlumphun 
than t h o fir ft 
reading, 
through tho 
lingers, of the aged blind. 
S h e h a s 
some forty pupils, most of whom read 
ily learn to read in t h e raised braille 
or point letters, in six lessons. 
The 
j'ta'o library h a s some titmn thousand 
volumes In these systems, which are 
sent free of cost to t h e blind through- 
out the state.

fulness with those so unfortunate to I 
be, by birth of accident, blind. 
Miss' 
Foley has a most winning personality, 
ractivo in face, charming in inan- 
r and with a delightfully modulated 
Ice, and when she addresses an au­ 
dience she reads with sensitive 
fin­ 
gers her bralle manuscript, with head 
erect and face aglow with the enthu­ 
siasm of a bright, clever woman, and 
her hearers are drawn to her lrrisis- 
tibly, not through 
pity, but by her 
earnestness 
and 
ability. 
Indomnit- 
ablo courage, eternal optimism, 
flash­ 
ing humor combined to make an un­ 
usually strong character, and all these 
sterling 
qualities she gives to her 
students. 
It is no wonder that her 
success Is phenomenal, that her faith 
and hope are contagious. 
Twice each 
week, on Wednesday and Saturday af­ 
ternoons, Miss Foley is at the state 
lbrary headquarters In Los Angeles 
tenth 
floor of tho Hall of Records, 
where she teaches and advises those 
who can come to her. 


To meet her and hear her tell of 
the opportunities as well as the de­ 
privations of the blind is to have a 
new realization of the latter as well 
as a desire to help in the former.

For Ten-Year Sentence 


.Automobile Thief Who Stole Hud­ 
son Six-Forty Belonging to Dr. R. 
Manning Clarke of Covina Is Given 
Stiff Term 


The young Pomona man who stole 
Dr. C. Manning Clarke's Hudson Six- 
Porty machine recently, and who was 
convicted on the charge of stealing 
other machines, has been sentenced 
to ten years in San Quentin., The 
Pomona Progress gives the following 
account of the sequel to this carnivaJ 
of automobile stealing: 


'Robert Rucker, the young man who 
stole the Phillips and Woy automo­ 
biles, along with about a dozen others, 
last winter, was sentenced to ten 
years in San Quentin by Judge Willis, 
in the Superior court, Friday after­ 
noon. 
He took his medicine without 
so much as a' shrug of his shoulders. 


Constable Frank Slanker was called 
over to give the court some back his­ 
tory of the Rucker case, and he was 
on the stand for about an hour, dur­ 
ing which time he went back over the 
incidents in Rucker's life, for about 
twelve years, which had required his 
official attention. He toM of handling 
the case for which the boy was sent 
to Whittier, of working on the evi­ 
dence that sent him to lone, and of 
arresting him in Imperial valley for 
stealing a local auto two years ago. 
Then he told of arresting Rucker here 
a couple of months ago for stealing 
autos in Los Angeles, at which time 
the youth admitted that he had stolen 
about twelve, including the Phillips 
and Woy machines in this city. 
He 
took the constable to places in Los 
Angeles where he. and his pals had 
planted 
the accessories 
they 
had 
stripped from the stolen cars. Ruck­ 
er's pals have not yet been tried. 


"I made a fair statement of facts," 
•says the constable. "I didn't tell just 
one side of the story. I told the court 
that he had been decent about admit­ 
ting the thefts and had showed us 


. -where he hid the stuff. That was all 
taken into consideration. He is about 
21 years old. If he is a good prisoner 
"he ought to serve out his term in 
about seven years. That will Jet him 
out early enough to make a, new start 
vfai.tiie,;prime of .life:"
